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FOREWORD 


THE opening of the San Francisco Art Association Annual is occa- 
sion each year for endless local comment and question on con- 
temporary painting and sculpture in general, and on the problem 
of selecting from hundreds of submitted works a worthy represen- 
tation. This year the total number of selected works is smaller than 
for some years, though the volume of sculpture is greater than for 
the past two years. One can seek reasons. Perhaps the selection of 
material for two Exposition exhibitions, in New York and here, 
depleted somewhat the number of painting entries of first quality. 
Probably the sculptors who have for the past two years been so 
deeply engaged by decorative statuary for the Exposition have once 
more time to give to exhibition sculpture. At any rate the exhibition 
as a whole is a lively one with recognizable standards of quality. It 
is the considered choice of artist jurors, elected by fellow artists, 
sincerely determined to make a worthy selection.

ANNE BREMER MEMORIAL PRIZE: This prize, established by Mr. Albert M. Bender, 
is available this year for the twelfth time. For painting either of figure or landscape: 
Two Hundred Dollars. 


PARILIA Prizes: For Sculpture—Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars. For Painting—Two 
Hundred and Fifty Dollars. At the discretion of the Jury these prizes may accompany 
an Art Association medal. 


ARTIST FUND Prizes: A One Hundred and Twenty-five Dollar Prize and a Seventy- 
five Dollar Prize to be awarded to either painting or sculpture. These prizes are 


open only to artist members of the San Francisco Art Association.

Award ; Certificate of Honorable Mention. For Sculpture—One medal of First Award ;

Hundred Dollars is offered by the Museum for an exhibit to become part of the per- 
manent collection. The work will be selected by the Accessions Committee of the 
Museum.
